OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 24.—Great ex- 
citement prevails in Woodruff, in the west- 
ern part of what is known as the Chero- 
kee outlet, over a threatened Indian out- 
break. A report has reached here by 
courier that a marauding band of Chero- 
kee Indians had armed and. was driving 
caitle off. Any resistance on the part 
of the cattlemen was promptly met with 
a volley of bullets. The whites are arming 
and a bloody conflict is imminent. 

‘One report is that the Indians drove off 
several head of cattle belonging to Ira

YOKOHAMA, Sept. 9.—(Associated Press 
Correspondence, wired from San Francisco 


September’ 24.) Wildly exaggerated re- 


ports of events in and about Korea are 
‘received from Europe and America, the 
majority of which dre evidently tele- 
graphed from China. The government of 
Japan gives out no information 
not believed to be strictly true, and, 
though it has been misled in a few politi- 
cal matters by statements from Shanghal, 
it sanctions-the publication of no war uews 
that has not been fully tested. With re- 
gard to operations near Phyong-Yang, it 
maintains close silence in order that im- 
portant intelligencé shall not reach the 
enemy through any channel. At the same 
‘time if heavy disasters to the Japanese oc- 
curs, such as aré almost daily proclaimed 
in China, it could not possibly be kept 
secret. Up to this date it is certain that 
nothing more serious than undecisive skir- 
mishes have taken place. 

The Japanese government securities have 
declined from 6 to 10 per cent. since the 
beginning of the war. 

The Chinese general in command near 
Phyong-Yang has followed the example of 
‘Kiang-Nan, arsenal ‘director, and offered 
rewards for the capture or proof of death 


of Japanese soldiers. These promises have | 


stimulated the Korean, peasantry, who give 
outlying Japanese guards and scouts mucb 
annoyance.

times. As regards outrages on French- 
men, the ships-of-war of that nation will 
demand reparation. 

The work of strengthening the defenses 
along the Chinese coast is continued 
mainly by posting floating batteries at 
points of supposed danger. The garrisons 
in Formosa have been further reinforced. 
Japanese newspapers announce, appa- 
rently by authority, that applications for 
war bonds already exceed the total amount 
of loan. 

The trophies captured by the 83 
at Seong-Hwan and Asan will soon be 
exhibited in Tokio. Among these is an 
unfinished letter written by the Chinese 
general, Yeh, which was found in his 
tent, and which was apparently intended 
for his superiors at Tien-Tsin. The fol- 
lowing quotations have been published: 
“The Japanese soldiers are all weak and 
useless. They cannot march in one day 
half the distance of our troops. Their 

only reliance is on their mines. To at- 
tack the army at Seoul our ships should 
block the harbor at Jinsen, while we ad- 
vance from Asan.

THE JAPANESE PARLIAMENT. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The convok- 
ing of the Japanese Parliament on Octo- 
ber 15, as announced in the cable dis- 
patches today, excites much interest in 
Japanese official circles here, as it will 
bring together for the first time the mem- 
bers elected in the first week of the pres- 
ent month. As yet no advices have been 
received at the legation here as to the 
outcome of the elections, and they are ex- 
pected in the next mail. It is said, how- 
ever, that while Parliament may be di- 
vided on some questions of international 
policy, All parties, including those usually 
against the government, will uphold the 
war which the Mikado has precipitated 
since the last Parliament dissolution. 

Up to that date the Liberals and Radi- 
cals, about one hundred and twenty in 
number, had supported the government; 
the Progressionists, about fifty in number, 
have usually opposed it, the twenty-eight 
Opppositionists were shifting in allegiance 
and the other members were divided into 
small groups. The issue at that time was 
over the old treaties, one of which ts with 
the United States, by which foreigners ex- 
ercisa extra-territorial rights at certain 
treaty ports in Japan. The opposition to 
the government clamored for the imme- 
diate abrogation of these old treaties. The 
government would not go this far, saying 
it would be a breach of faith with foreign 
nations, though it sought to secure the 
abrogation of the treaties. 

The issue aroused such W 0 that 

ersonal feeling arose between the Parlia- 
ment and the Cabinet, whereupon the Par- 
liameng was summarily prorogued and the 
governmnt appealed to the country. The 
elections have just been held, and the re- 
sults are anxiously awaited, although the 
treaty issue is now overshadowed by the 
war. The forthcoming session cannot, i? 
is said, check or otherwise affect the war, 
even should there be a desire to that 
end, as the Emperor and executive branch 
have the sole power of levying and pros- 
ecuting war, and the Parliament deals only 
with making appropriations for the army 


and navy. 
NO APOLOGY. 

LONDON, Sept. 24.—The officials of ‘hs 
Japanese legation, deny the story cabled 
via Vancouver, B. C., that the Kow-Shung 
affair had been setttled by the Japinese 
government apologizing and paying 375,000 
indemnity. They add that Japan holds the 
sinking of the wan wert was fully justi- 
fiable. 

RUSSIA MAY INTERFERE. 

LONDON, Sept. 24.—A dispatch to the 
Times from St. Petersburg says that it is 
reported that China has attacked \the sta- 
tion of the new Ussueri section of the 
Siberian Railway, plundered the telegraph 
office and killed eight Russian employees. It 
is feared the government wili make this a 
pretext to interfere in the Korean strug- 
gle between China and Japan.

You will not need for 
money. Tour passage is paid for. Mr. 
Page will defend you and in Washington 
Rudena and Quesado. I send you a coin 
of 320. You have in your favor persons 
of consequence, and already they havo 
telegraphed to the President. Mico has 
cried for you. You are a pupil of mine, 
and do not lament. As for your wife, 


all she want& and you will be reunited 
with her in Acapulco. Patience, patience, 
and more patience. Your case is not 
worth the trouble it causes, and I would 
like to be in your place. 

ours ANTONIO.“

SENTENCED. 

Thomas Gallagher and C. T. 
Buchanan, the men who were con- 
victed in Judge Ross’s court, on Sat- 
urday, of obstructing and conspiring 
to obstruct the United States mails 
during the late strike, were sentenced 
by Judge Ross yesterday to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment and $1000 fine 
each. This sentence will be approved 
by right-thinking men throughout the 
community as none too severe. Their 
offense was a very grave one. The 
fact that others who may have been 
equally guilty with them have escaped 
punishment in no wise lessens the 
gravity of their crime. There has 
been a tendency of late years to re- 
gard too lightly the laws of the land, 
and to allow those who violate‘ these 
laws to escape punishment. As The 
Times has often observed, a whole- 
some respect for and obedience to the 
law is one of the essential conditions 
of free and just government.

A NEW S. P. SCHEME. 

The Southern Pacific is having consid- 
erable fun with the ticket agents and 
scalpers in San Francisco, as will be seen 
by the following from the Call of Sunday: 
The railway ticket agents are puzzling 
their brains to find out what new scheme 
the Southern Pacific Company has on foot 
regarding passenger business. That some 
project is being secretly and cunningly 


manipulated they have no doubt, but just 


whiat it is can only be a matter of mere 
‘conjecture, although some agents state 
positively that it is showing itself as part 
of a determined effort to drive them all 
Passenger 
ation, for the e purpose of main- 
taining rates. 
re agen rom rates has deen 
disturbing, to say the least. 

And it has been conducted with such 
persistency that no agent feels secure 
in lowering the face value of:a tickzt. He 
may be caught, in which case-he loses the 
amount he deducted from the ticket’s 
Standard price and possibly is given a 
reprimand by his company. With this 
state of affairs around him he is afraid 
of his neighbor, who is none the less dis- 
trustful of himself, and so on 
all the ticket offices. 

“The method employed is to send men 
known as ‘stuffers’ into a suspected of- 
fice to buy tickets. These stuftfers ask 


for a rebate, which, if given, is reported 


immediately. The tickets are canceled and 
the aceommodating agent loses exactly 
what he took off the price, generally a few 
dollars on tickets to Western points and 
35 or $10 to the East. 

Who started this detective scheme is 
not known on the street, but the Southern 
Pacific people receive credit for it. With 
agents demoralized from fear of being 
caught and losing the amount they de- 
ducted the Southern Pacific men feel sat- 
isfied of victory—that is, agents would 
eventually be compelled to call a halt in 
cutting and then enter a combination for 
mutual protection. This combine is ex- 
actly what the people at Fourth and 
Townsend streets earnestly desire, for it 
would insure their ticket office a lion’s 
share of the local business and ccnse- 
quently save commission which should be 

15 y afternoon six men entered the 
office of J. G. McCall, agent for the Erie 
Railroad, and purchased six tickets for 
Eastern points. The tickets were sold at 
slightly reduced rates, which left a com- 
fortable margin for the agent, while giv- 
ing his road six passengers. It transpired 
vesterday, to the astonishment of Agent 
McCall, that the tickets were canceled 
by the Southern Pacitic and returned. 
The men who bought them were simply 
acting as detectives to catch agents cut- 
ting rates. What the effect will be is not 
doubted. The agents must cease cutting 
or take chances on being caught by de- 
coys, and losing heavily by their enter- 
Prise. 
Another innovation on the Southern 
Pacific’s part has set agents speculating. 
They see four or five old conductors, in- 
cluding Massey, Hubbard and old Capt.

Then he brought to the house a 
private detective, gave him the keys and 
told him to see that no one called on Mrs. 
Kellogg, and that nothing was taken away 
from the house. Mrs. Kellogg remained 
under guard for more than a week. The 
butcher and grocer stopped coming to the 
house because Kellogg had failed and 
owed them money. Mrs. Kellogg alleges 
that she has been nearly starved to death.

Startling Developments in the Case 
of the Russian Monarch—Fear 
of the Nihilists Renders 
Him Insane.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 24.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) The throne of. Russia pre- 


monarch, Alexander III, forced to go into 
retreat in a castle in a forest wilderness:

*LICENSE ORDINANCE REVISION. 

The matter of the revision of the license 
ordinace being taken up, a petition was 
presented as signed by J. Nordlinger and 
a oe number of others. The petition 
said: 
For several years past, during the fall 
and winter season, a number of irrespon- 
sible and transient parties have been in 
the habit of coming in here from the North 
and all parts of the United States and 
flooding the city with all sorts of ‘bogus 
jewelry, optical goods, clocks, silverware, 
imitations of precious stones, etc., and in 
many instances representing them to be 
genuine and receiving corresponding prices. 
Their customary mode of operation is about 


| as follows: 


“A big bonus is paid the lessee of some 
store in a prominent business locality for 
his lease. Then there is immediately 
opened up a large stock of all sorts of fake 
jewelry and assortments of imitation and 
cheap stuff of the variety above mentioned. 
The business is extensively advertised and 
the goods generally sold by auction. In 
the majority of cases guarantees are given 
to the effect that the bogus articles sold 
are genuine, and in cases of watches. 
clocks, etc., are warranted for a certain 
length of time. By the time the pur- 
chaser discovers he has been deceived and 
robbed, the business has been closed up and 
the proprietors gone te parts unknown, 
leaving not only their many patrons but 
in some instances their landlords to bear 
the outrage perpetrated upon them, and 
without any recourse or redress, 

“As the whole city and country is 
flooded with this cheap and worthless stuff 
at the very season when the jewelry busi- 
ness is the best and most profitable, viz.: 
from, say, October 1 till after the holt 
days, it is unnecessary to state that it is 
exceedingly demoralizing and injurious to 
the legitimate jewelry business conducted 
by the undersigned and others permanently 
located here, and citizens and taxpayers 
of the city. While we have no complaint 
to make against any legitimate compet- 
ing business by whomsoever conducted, 
we most respectfully submit that we, and 
the public generally, should be protected 


against this fake cheap John stuff, and 
‘the irresponsible fakirs who sell it, as 


the same is already done in Portland and 
nearly all the other large cities in the 
United States. 

We therefore ask your honorable body 
to cause to be passed an ordinance fixing 
the license for any such siness at $100 
per day, or at such other sum as you may 
deem adequate to protect us and the gen- 
eral public therefrom, or that you take 
such other steps as you may deem adequate 
to accomplish the same end.“

FINANCES AND POLITICS 
FORE THE SUPERVISORS. 


The Tax Rate for the Year Fixed and 
a New County Physician is 
_Elected—News Notes and 
Personals. 


| SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 24.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The Supervisors held 
an important session this morning and 
another this afternoon, as they dealt with 
finances and politics in such a manner 
as to affect the whole county to a large 
extent. The tax levy for the ensuing 
year was fixed. This has been the bone 
of contention among two classes in the 
county for a long time past. One section 
claimed that there was no need for a 
‘levy of more than $1.50 on the $100 as: 
} sessed valuation, while the others as- 
serted that a rate of $1.60 to $1.65 is 
absolutely essential to meet the expenses 
of the county. After considerable dis- 
cussion the question was settled for the

WILL CASE. 
Judge Clark Decides He. Has 
Jurisdiction. 


The Great Legal Contest Will Be 
| Fought Out in This 
‘City. 


The Text of the Opinion in Which 
All the Points Raised by the 

Contestants are Fully 
Considered. 


The question of: jurisdiction which was 
raised by the contestants in the Pratt will 
case last week was decided by Judse 
Clark yesterday afternoon in favor of the 
proponents, in accordance with the views 
set forth in the following opinion, and 
the matter will, therefore, be heard in 
this city in spite of the efforts cf the 
contestants’ counsel to have it trans- 
ferred to San Franci 

“The decedent died 
this county. Thereafter, viz., on }‘ebruary 
20, 1894, an instrument purporting to be 
a. will of deceased and a codicil thereto 
was filed in this court, and on the follow- 
ing day (February 21, 1894,) a petition by 
Louisa C. Cross was filed herein praying 
that said will and codicil be admitted to 
probate and that letters testamentary, be 
issued to her. This petition alleges the 
death of decedent; that she was a resident 
of this county at the time of her death, 
and sets forth and shows the facts, as re- 
quired by sec. 1300, Code of Civil Fro- 
cedure. This petition was set for hearing 
on March 6. 1894, and notice thereof 
served as required by secs. 1303 and 1304, 
Code of Civil Procedure... Thereafter Lucy 
C. Goodspeed, a daughter of deceased, filed 
her contest to the probate of said will and 
codicil, and Annie M. Pratt and Orville C. 
Pratt, grandchildren of deceased, by their 
regularly appointed guardian filed sep- 
arately their contest and opposition to the 
probate thereof. Each complaint in con- 
test, or written grounds of opposition, after 
alleging want of testamentary capacity on 
the part of decedent; Want of freedom of 
decedent from undue influence and fraud; 
want of the formalities necessary to the 
due and legal execution and attestation of 
the instrument propounded as a will, and 
that the same was not written, dated, or 
signed by deceased, alleges, in substance, 
that this court has no jurisdiction to pro- 
ceed in the matter of the probate cf the 
‘will and codicil. for the reason that on 
February 19, 1894, the day succeeding the 
death of deceased, and the day, prior. to 
the day upon which the alleged will was 
‘filed in this court for probate, the said 
Lucy C. Goodspeed filed in the Superior 
Court of the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco her petition. praying for the issu- 
ance to her of letters of administration on 
said estate, and said petition is pending 
and undetermined, and that the question 
of the residence of the deceased at the 
time of her death has never bean deter- 
mined except that upon application for 
special letters of administration the said 
Superior Court of the city and county of 
San Francisco found that the said Annie 
A. Pratt was at the time of her death a 
resident of said city and county and there- 
upon made an order appointing her, the 
said Lucy C. Goodspeed, special adminis- 
tratrix of said estate, and that she quali- 
fled as such.

There- 
upon the contestants offered in evidence 
a certified copy of the petition filed in the 
Superior Court of the city and county of 
San Francisco, referred to and alleged 
in their written grounds of opposition as 
above stated.

special administratrix with power to do 
all that may be necessary for the colléc- 
tion and preservation of the estate, and a 
prayer that after due notice a decree be 
made admitting the real last will to pro- 
bate and appointing the petitioner admin- 
istratrix with the will annexed, etc. This 
petition is not signed by the petitioner, 
but by her attorney. To its admission in 
evidence the proponent objected, and while 
the argument of counsel upon the objec- 
tion took a broader scope and involved the 
sufficiency of the ground of opposition 
above referred to, yet whether the objec- 
tion should be overruled or sustained is 
the.only question now properly before this 
court. I am of opinion that the objection 
should be sustained. The petition filed in 
the Superior Court of the city and county
